While closing in, he Jdlled a third militant, but 
leceived a gun shot wound from another militant’s fire. Dis¬ 
regarding his injury, with a super human effort, the gallant 
Non Commissioned Officer continued towards the remaining 
militants and with a last burst from his weapon killed the 
fourth militant. In the exchange of fire, Havildar Madan 
Sarup received yet another gun shot wound on the chest, 
but still continued to move towards the fifth militant who 
wa.s fleeing up the heights. This last militant was chased 
and shot dead by Lance Naik Budhi Singh. At about seven 
fifteen hours in the morning Havildar Madan Saiup succumb¬ 
ed to his injuries, Due lo his cxcmp'ary leadership, outstand¬ 
ing courage and spirit of self sacrifice beyond the call of 
duty, five hard-core militants were killed and live AK-47/56 
rifles were captured, along with large quantities of ammuni¬ 
tion, magazine and hand grenades. 

LDvildar Madan Sarup, thus, displayed consp-.euons valour, 
dogged detcrnn'uiition and made the supreme sacrifice ir his 
fight against the militants.

On 23th September 1993, 11 Battalion Rajputana Rifles 
was tasked to carrv out cordon and search operations of 
village Athubut in fistrict Baramul.a of Jammu and Kashmir.

Irom three sides. Troops had to walk for foui- hours in 
order to approach and cordon the village from different 
diiL' i u.is s.iaullancously. The cordon was to be efl’cclivc at 
1)913 hours, same day. At around 0915 hours, Captain 
Surcsli Radhu.krisunan s;iw a group of armed militants at 
approximately 500 metres away moving up through a nallah 
trying to make their way out ol cordon. Captain Suresh 
Radhakiishntui with his party lan after the niililants 
in the nallah who vvei’c firing intermittently at them They 
closed in >vith the militants and challenged them to surrender 
but they were answered with; a volley of bullets. Ihis ltd 
to heavy exchange of fire between the mUitanls and the 
ti'oops. Two militants were Killed on the spot who were 
later identified its Pakistan trained miJitants ot banned Jehad 
Force. At this moment, the other three militants who were 
still firing from behind the bouidcis threw six grenades 
towards the party of Lapfaiu Suicsh Radhakrishnan, which 
led to multiple splinter injuries to hiin and six Other Rank-S. 
Undeterred by the mult pic splinter injuries and inspite of 
bleeding proiusely, he threw n grenade at the militants and 
crawled tow.uds the boulder with complete disregard to his 
own safety. From there, he single liandedly tailed two 
militants. Th's action of Captain Suresh Radhakrishnan ins¬ 
pired his men to crawl ahead and encircle other militants 
which led to kil ing of two moie militants thereby recovering 
trii'eo rillcs AK-3t) wiili large quantity of ammunition and 
explosives.

(Effective date of the award—02 May 1991). 

On the night of 2 May. at 11,45 PM four groups of terro¬ 
rists jointly attached the house of Smt, Amrik Kaur with 
rocket launchers, band grenades, bombs and a number of 
fire-arms, Smt. Amrik Kaur and her family opened fir© on 
the terrorists in self defence; and fought for four hours to ward 
of ttie terrorist attack. Due to the shelling of bombs, hand 
grenades and firing by terrorists, Smt. Kaur along with her 
daughter and son got injured. 

On 12-9-1991, the husband of Smt. Amrik Kaur, her son 
Sbri Nisban Singh and their servant Shri Mukhtar Singh were 
coming to their house on a tractor after ploughing their fields. 
Smt. Amrik Kaur was following them on a jeep with her 
gunman. The terrorists who were hiding in the bushes opened 
fire on Shri Subeg Singh, husband of Smt. Amrik Kaur, and 
their servant Shri Mukhtar Singh, Though Shri Nishan Singh, 
son of Smt, Amrik Kaur escaped from the attack by of the 
terrorists, the terrorists killed Shri Subeg Singh and Shri Mukh¬ 
tar Singh, who were caught unaware. Since then Smt. Amrik 
Kaur has been fighting with the terrorists incessantly. She 
has klled 18 wanted tcirori.sts so far, and has succeeded ki 
punsuading 24 prominent terrorists to surrender to the police, 
in all, she has been attacked by the terrorists 26 times, but 
with her indomitable courage, she has defined those atlackfi.

On the morning of 14 November, 1991, a fire broke out in 
one of the unoccupied cabins of the vessel M. T. Zakir Hussain 
and spread rapidly with the result that the entire ship was 
engulfed. While the vessels officers and crew were fighting the 
fire from outside the accommodation area, Shri Kaushik 
Chatterjee. the Chief Engineer Officer along with Shri Suryam 
Duvuri. the Third Engineer Officer, realizing the gravity of the 
situation and despite grave risk to their own lives went down 
into the engine room through the funnel entrance to start the 
generator and fire pump and thus to enable the ship’s person¬ 
nel to fight the fire effectively. Their timely action contributed 
substantially towards the subsequent fire fighting operations. 
Unfortunately, they were prevented by lire and resultant heat 
and smoke from coming out of the engine room, and both lost 
their lives while attending to the call of duty. 

Shri Kaushik Chatterjee, and Shri Suryam Duvuri, thus, 
exhibited exemplary courage and dedication to duty in their 
attempt to extinguish the fire which broke out in the ship and 
made the supreme sacrifice of their lives in the process. 

4. 2681133 Grenadier Sukbendra Singh Bhagel 

Grenadiers. 

(Posthumous ) 

(Effective date of the award—26 September 1992), 

A joint cordon and search operatiem of village Warsun, 
J^mu and Kashmir was carried out by troops of 15 Grena¬ 
diers and 24 Rajput on 26 September 1992 in the Kashmir 
Valley, As the two columns came in the vicinity of the 
southern fringes of village Wuisun they were iired upon with 
automatic weapons and RPG-7 by militants from two houses, 
one of them being a single stoiey house adjacent to a maize 
field. The aiea was quickly cordoned off. Grenadier 
Sukhendra Singh Bhagel, formed part of company quick reac¬ 
tion team. On coming under effective lire, the company com¬ 
mander divided his team into two groups. Grenadier 
Sukhendra Singh Bhagel wa.s tasked to give covering fiio to 
troops assaulting the single storey house. The other house 
was tackled by 24 Rajput, When the company quick reaction 
team mpved tow,ards the single storey house from an exposed 
flank, they came under heavy automatic and RPG-7 fire from 
the adjacent maize field as well as from the hou.se. The situa¬ 
tion turned grave due to the firing from the field 
and the houses. The 24 Rajput suffered 1 killed and 7 
wounded, and the advance of 15 Grenadiers quick reaction 
team was held up. Grenadier Sukhendra Singh Bhagel spotted 
a militant close by. He crawled towaids the militant, and 
pounced upon him and killed him in close combat. While 
extricating himself, Grenadier Sukhendra Singh Bhagel was 
pounced upon him and killed him in close combat. While 
injuries in the chest and head, to which he succumbed. The 
killed militant was later identified as an Afghan Mujahideen. 

Grenadier Sukhendra Singh Bhagel, thus, displayed cons¬ 
picuous bravery, exceptional courage and made the supreme 
sacrifice while fighting the anti-national elements. 

5. Shri Harpal Singh, 

Sambalpur, Orissa. 

6 . Shri Amarjit Singh. 

Sambalpur, Orissa. 

(Effective date of the award—8 December 1992). 

On 8 December 1992, about 25—30 students set a fire an 
Orissa State Road Transport Bus in protest against the orders 
of the Supreme Court on the reservation issue. On seeing 
the mob of furious students, the driver and the conductor of 
the bus fled from the spot, abandoning the bus. As the agi¬ 
tated students were setting fire to tlie bus. Shri ITi-rpal Singh 
and his brother Amai-jit Singh, who were proceedmg on their 
own business on a scooter happened to wlinesj the iiiLldent. 
The students had broken the wind shields and window glasses 
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of the bus, and had also succeeded in partially burning its 
•eats. The youth, both of whom knew how to drive heavy 
vehicles, endangering their own lives took the initiative, exlin- 
quished the fire, and rescued the bus from the agitated students 
by driving it to Ainthapalli Police Station despite resistance 
by the students. This brave act of Shri Harpal Singh and his 
brother, carried out at great personal risk prevented the mob 
from burning the bus, thus saving heavy loss to the public 
exchequer. 

Shri Harpal Singh and Shri Amarjit Singh, thus, showed 
initiative, courage and highest civic sense and saved govern¬ 
ment property from total destruction. 

7, Squadron Leader Devender Singh Jain, (15016), 
Flying (Pilot) . 

(Effective date of the award—17 February 1993). 

Squadron Leader Devender Singh Jain was on the posted 
strength of a Jaguar Squadron. 

During a Squadron detachment at Air Force station Jodhpur 
on 17 February 93, while at the take off point, he saw a 
MIG 21 B:s aircraft crash just outside the perimeter, fence,, 
but he did not see the pilot eject. He at once Iraiismittcd the 
details lo the a r traffic control on radio. He then switched 
off his aircraft, Jumped out and rushed to the crash site after 
ncpotiatiiig the double baihcd wire airfield fenctng and the 
brimming sewerage drain just outside it. He was the first 
Air Force pcr.sonnel to reach the crash site. Despite an 
imminent fire hazard duo to a large amount of fuel that had 
spilled around the crashed aircraft, near its smouldering tail 
portion. Squadron Leader Jain, along with a civilian, managed 
to extricate the incapacitated pilot from under the wreckage, 
and provided initial flrst-aid, He then selected and cleared 
a site for the rescue helicopter to land, marshalled the crew 
to a safe landing, and then assisted in putting the injured 
pilot into the helicopter. 

Squadron Leader Devender Singh Jain showed outstanding 
presence of mind, situat'onal awareness and firm resolve in 
rescuing a fellow officer from the crashed aircraft. 

>8, 13736095 Havildar Partap Singh, {Posthumous) 

Jammu and Kashmir Rifles. 

(Effective date of the award—11 June 1993). 

On 11 June 1993 a quick reaction team of one Junior Com¬ 
missioned Officer and 22 Other Ranks of 8 Jammu and Kash¬ 
mir Rifles was moving from Panzgam lo Vilgam district Kup- 
wara, Jammu and Kashmir. At approximately 0915 hours 
near village Duhom the column was ambushed and came under 
heavy fire from about 30 militants including some fanatic 
non Kashmiri militants. 

Havildar Partap Singh was driving the leading vehicle when 
the quick reaction team was ambushed. Two Other Ranks 
were injured in the initial militant firing. Any action/move¬ 
ment at this moment in the face of Universal Machine Gun 
fire would have resulted in very heavy c.asualitlcs. Realising 
the critical situation, Havildar Partap Singh, with total dis¬ 
regard to his personal safety, immediately counter attacked the 
hostile Universal Machine Gun position. Inspire of having 
been injured in the chest, Havildar Partap Singh, unmindful of 
the injury, charged through the militant fire and in the process 
killed two militants and silenced the Universal Machine Gun 
and captured one AK-56 before finally succumbing to his 
injuries. I.ater on intercepts of militants radio communica¬ 
tion indicated that the dead militants were Pakistani Nationals. 
Drawing inspiration from the valiant act, other troops broke 
the ambush killing one more militant and recovering a total 
of one RPG, one Universal Machine Gun and two rifles, besides 
ammunition. This action of Havildar Part.rp Singh not only 
helped in defeating the ambush which resulted in the militants 
fleeing, but also resulted in saving the lives of many of his 
comrade.s. 

Havildar Partap Singh, thus, displayed conspicuous bravery, 
courage and laid down his life fighting the militant. 
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9. Mohammed Suhrati, (Posthumous) 

Delhi. 

(Effective date of the award—27 June 1993), 

On 27 June 93 and at about 1,00 five dacoits armed with 
fire-arms looted House No. 2207, Gali Hinga Beg, Tilak Bazar, 
Delhi belonging to Shri Daya Nand Gupta. On hearing the 
cries of Shri Gupta’s daughter, Mohammed Subrati, a neighbour 
who was having lunch in his own house, rushed to the house 
of Shri Gupta, and intercepted and challenged the dacoits who 
were coming out from his bouse Mohammed Subrati succeeded 
in over-powcrmg one of the dacoits at grave danger to his 
own life. The dacoits in order to secure the release of their 
companion shot dead Mohammed Subrati, 

Mohammed Subrati, thus, exhibited exemplary courage in 
apprehending the dacoit and in the process made the supreme 
sacrifice of his life. 


10. 13745038 L.ance Naik Krishan Singh, (Posthumous) 
Jammu and Kashmir Rifles. 

(Effective date of the award—5 July 1993). 

On receiving of information that a group of militants were 
attempting to infiltrate in the general area of Katwari Daimk 
of Jammu and Kashmir, a number of patrols were sent out 
to cordon off the area to search and destroy the in.surgents. 
Lance Naik Krishan Singh of 1 Jammu and Kashmir Riflea 
was a member of one such patrol led by Subedar Som Nath. 

On 5 July, 1993, during the course of the search the party 
came under intense automatic fire of a Universal Machine 
Gun and AK’ 56 rifles. While closing in with the militants, 
Subedar Som Nath was severely injured by a grenade thrown 
by them. On seeing this^ l.ance Naik Krishan Singh charged 
forward firing from his rifles and killed two anti-national ele¬ 
ments. He then began moving towards the wounded Subedar 
Som Nath. However, before he could reach him a third 
militant concealed behind the Universal Machine Gun posi¬ 
tion lobbed a grenade, which exploded just behind Lance Naik 
Krishan Singh, killing him on the spot. 

Lance Naik Krishan Singh, thus, displayed great courage, 
and made the supreme sacrifice in his valiant attempt to aid 
hia comrade in action. 


11. 13743718 Lance Naik Naresh Kumar, (Posthumous) 
Jammu and Kashmir Rifles. 

(Effeotivc date of the award—15 July 1993), 

On 15 July 1993^ while on duty in Kiatsan area of the 
Baramulla district iti Jammu and Kashmir at about seven 
twenty in the morning. Lance Naik Naresh KUmar saw a- 
group of seven to eight militants trying to break cordon and 
run towards the hills. Since they did not stop on being 
challenged. Lance Naik Naresh Kumar opened fire at the 
first militant, who had by then managed to come within 
10 metres of his position. The militant was hit and succumbed 
to his injuries later. Immediately thereafter the remaining 
militants took cover behind the rocks and boulders and began 
to fire. Lance Naik Naresh Kumar alongwith Havildar Lekh 
Raj crawled uphill and managed to block the escape route of 
the militants. Then, they saw a inililant who had started 
slowly moving downhill lo escape, Irance Naik Naresh. Kumar 
charged the militant at once and shot him dead. After a 
few minuses the soldiers heard cries of an injured militant 
requesting the troops to accept his surrender and to save his 
life, Moving stealthily, Lance Naik Naresh Kumar closed 
towards the militant to help him, Just then, one of the Mili¬ 
tants who had taken cover opened fire with AK rifle at a dose 
range. 'The Are hit l.ance Na k Naresh Kumar on his chest, 
He collapsed and succumbed to his injuries a few minutes 
later. 

Lance Naik Naresh Kumar, thus, displayed rare courage, 
dogged detennination and made the supreme sacrifice in his 
flgnt against the m'litanti.

(Effective tlale of the award—15 July 1993). 

OEM Ram Gopal Singh was deployed on slide clearance wiih 
his dozer at Pungra-Moya-Nimi Rond in Nagaland. 

On 15 July 93, at about 0815 his. a load block occurred at 
km 53.850 due to heavy land slide. OEM Ram Gopal Singh 
was deployed to clear the .slide w.th his dozer. All of a 
sudden, another huge slide descended from the up-hill elope 
trapping OEM Ram Gopal Singh, Despite being hn by rolling 
stones he was seen to he striving hard to save the Dozer. 
Subsequently, he got buried under debris and rolling atone.'i 
of the slide. The concerned cfTortj made by other personnel 
engaged on slide clearance to retrieve OEM Ram Gopal alive 
from the debris went in vain, and unfortunately his life could 
not be saved. As a result OEM Ram Gopal S.'ingh died on the 
spot, but his efforts even when breathing his last, saved the 
dozer which suffered only minor damage. 

OEM Ram Gopal Singh made the supreme sacrifice while 
executing his task, risking his life to ensure that road communi¬ 
cation is restored at the earliest, 

13. 411352 UlfleUKin Kiishn.a Kumar Singh. 

Assam Rifles [PoMliiimous) 


(Effective date of the award—10 August 1993) 

Rifleman Krishna Kumar .S r.gh was the leading scout of 
a special patrol which was tasked to assault a National 
Socialist touncil o' hi '’aland hide oui iu the gencrnl area 
of Qiahong Khiinao. On 16 Ai'pusi 1993 ns they were 
assaulting the hulo om. Rifleman Knshiia Kumar Singh wais 
hit by hostile bullets in the abdomen. In.spite of this, ho 
kept on firing with. hi,s weapon while moving towards Ihe 
undergrounds" When he was physically unable to run, he 
fell to the qround and continicd to rrawl towards the undcr- 
crounds, firing at th-ni, ifc r, as liii. by .mother bullet, which 
mcapacitated him. L'iid.-i.'i,cJ he continued to lire at the 
insurgents and then lobbed a grenade at them. Subsequently, 
Rifleman Krishna Kumar Singli succumbed to his bullet 
injuries. His action led to the capture of one underground, 
five weapons, a large quantity of ammunition and explosives. 

Rifleman Krishna Kumar Singh, thus, displayed courage, 
and doterraination in his light against the insurgents, and 
made the suprerne sacrifice. 

14. Major Vajinder Singh .Sahi tIC-48397), 

Dogni ( Posthumous) 

(Effective date of the uwaid—-22 August 1993) 

On 22 Aug 1 st 1993| a patrol of 15 Dogra detected a trail 
on the Z-ind Dudi Ridge which was suspected to be of 
infiltrating mi'Iitants. Based on this information, a quick 
reaction team under Major V.ijinder Smgh Sahi was sent to 
point .1369 on the Zand Dudi Kids; to establish contact with 
the anti national elements. Whi’e approaching the designated 
point his team came under heavy machine gun lire from 
the militants. Major Sahi took stock of the situation and 
retunicd the lire, lo evict the mililnnts he moved a part 
of his team to one flank, and himself pressed forward with 
the other group lo the top of point 3369, forcing the 
militants off this dominating position. As darkness set in, the 
search was .suspended and inletmitlent firing continued 
throughout the night. The search was rcsunietl on 23 August 
on the western slopes where the anti-national elements were 
hiding behind big boulders. Due to the thick foliage und 
the natural cover provided by the rocks it was difficult to 
dislodge the militant.', but Ihc quick reaction team pressed 
on relentlessly. Jn the afternoon the search wa.s resumed 
with the help of a tracker dog. However, the two leading 
scouts were killed by snipei- fire, and despite all efforts the 
sniper, who had taken position behind a crevice could, not 
be dislodged. Forward movement was not possible as it 
attracted accurate fire from the sniper. So the 84 mm RL 


was called for. Before the RL arrived darkness had set in 
■SO the area was dominated by file, to prevent the anti-national 
elements from escaping. Next morning. Major Sahi maneu¬ 
vered into .1 position from where he could engage 
the sniper and kill him, The search was resumed and large 
CiWiiitities of arms and ammunition recovered. The militants 
were now dispersed and hiding in the thick jungles on both 
tides of the ridge, Si.x militants were spotted in the jungles 
on 25 August 1993. Major Vajinder Singh ^hi moved 
from the nortli to eliminate them und pressure was applied! 
Itom the south to block tneir escape. After two days a!l 
6 anti-naiional elements were killed. In this operation last¬ 
ing 13 days, Major Vajindci Smgh Sahi relentlessly pursued 
l.hc anil national elements vvliich resulted m 18 of them being 
killed and .huge quantities ol arms and annuuiiition. 
bfinc captured including 20 AK 47/56 rifles, 3 Universal 
hf ichine GiiUi, 4 rniper rifles, 2 grenade launchers, 23 pistols, 
5 radio sets and over 5000 rounds of ammunition. In 
his bid to prevent further infiltration, the officer was faying 
mines near the Line of Control on 7 September 1993 when 
a mine c.xplodcd killing him on the spot. 


Major Vajinder Singh ,'sahi. thus, displayed conspicuous 
gallantry and made the supreme sacrilice of his life in the 
finest traditions of the Indian Army. 


15. 2784930 Stpoy Raundhal Buiirao Dhamia, 

Maralha Light Infantry (Posthumous) 

(Effective date of the awaid—15 September 1993) 


On i5 .September 1993, 6 Mar.aiha Light Infantry launched 
a cordon and search opciniitin in village NarbaJ, J.ammii 
and Kashmir. At about twelve noon a search party of 
'B' comp'iny wn- approachin/t a houie at the western end 
of the village. Sepey Raundhal Bajiiao Dhfirma, suddenly 
encountered a mi'itunt crouching in the dense maize crop 
adjacent lo tlie house, 1 he mililant taking cover of the 
crop lied towuids the house. .Sepoy Raundhal Bajirao Dharma 
optned fire on the milil.int. TliucGi ‘het in his lower limbs, 
the latter riunaved lo crawl inlo the bouse, take up po.sition 
at a window, tmd open fiic on Scjxiy Raundhal Bajirao 
Dharmtt. inspite of being subjected to a heavy volume of 
lire by the militants, the brave Sepoy quickly advanced upto 
the house, and displayed e.vemplaiy courage and initiative, 
attempted to stoim the house. The courageous dash by the 
young soldier resulted in his leceiving n burst of fire in the 
chest. Shouting the Maratba war cry. Sepoy Raundhal 
Bajirao Dhaima continued his valiant charge firing at the 
militant, - He received another burst of tire in the chest and, 
fril to the ground. 'The gallaiu soldier still continued to 
engage the militant, till other parties converged on the house, 
when he breathed his last. Sepoy Raundhal Bajirao Dharma 
made the ultimate sacrifice in thi,s action, which resulted 
in the killing of the company commander of 'Hizbul Muiahi- 
deen’ and iccovery^ of one .■3K 56 rifle, 3 magazines, 
80 rounds, ) Arges Grenade and I Ru.ssian Grenade. 


Sepoy Raundhal Bajirao Dharma^ thus, displayed conspi¬ 
cuous gallantry and indomitable spirit in his fight against 
the anti-national elements. 


16. JC-184295 Subedar .(jhalkli Bashir Hassan. 

Maratlia Light Infantry (Posthumous) 


(Effective date of the award—19 September 1993) 


Subedar Shaikh Bashir Hassan was a platoon commander 
in H company of 3 Rushtriya Riflc.s. On 19 September 
1993, the company was tasked to perform road opening 
du.’ies on the Acchabal-Daksiim road in Jammu and 
Kashmir. While approaching Zalangam, su.spidous move¬ 
ment was noticed in paddy fields north of the road and 
under orders of his company commander, Subedar Shaikh 
Bashir Hassan deployed hli. platoon along the road. Simul¬ 
taneously, heavy volume of anti-national elements Are 
commenced on the party. Shouting encouragement to his 
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command and with total disrcgerd to his own safety, the 
Junior Comntissioned Olfleer led his platoon through a 
heavy volume of hostile fire, and closed in uiton the 
jnilitants iipto a distance of 50 metres. The Junior Com¬ 
missioned Olileer then spotted a militant just 20 yards 
away, about to open fire on his men. He immediately 
charged at the militant and killed him, He, however, sus¬ 
tained fatal injuries in the process. In the continuing 
asssault three more anti-national elements were killed. 

Subcdni Sliaikh Bashir llassan, thus, displayed valour, 
dogged determination and made the ‘lupreme sacrifice of 
his life in fight against the militants, 

17, 4062063 Naik Mndan IjiI, (Poidwiiioui) 

Garbwal Rifles 

(Effective date of the award—-19 September, 1993) 

Naik Mad an l.al was a section commander in B company 
of 3 Rashtriya Rifle. On 19 September 1993, B company 
was tasked to perform road opening duties on Acchabal- 
Daksum road (Jammu and Kashmir) and his section was 
in the leading platoon under Snbedar Bashir Hassan. 

When the leading elements reached Zalangam, indications 
of an ambush laid by anti-national elements made the 
company commander Older deployment of the company. 
Soon there was a heavy volume of fire by anti-uational 
elements hiding in a paddy field about 150-200 ruetres 
away, The leading platixm chaiged at the ambush and 
dosed the militants within 50 metres. When his platoon 
commander succeeded in neutralizing an anti-nationial ele¬ 
ment, Naik Madan Lai, along With Lance Havildar 
Harinder Singh in a most dare devil action led his section 
llirough a heavy volume of fire and charged at a group 
of anti-nat'onal elements. In.spite of suffering grave gun 
shot wounds, the brave soldier continued his charge, and 
the action led to the killing of one more militant, before 
he laid down his own life. 

Naik Madan lal, thus, displayed bravciy. courage .'.nd 
spirit of self sacrifice, 

18, Major Kochu Koshy Pdf.icker NN (■IC-43962), 

Bihar 

(Lffe.'tivc date of the award—19 September, 1993) 

A company of 10 Bihar, commanded by Major Kochu 
Ko.shy Panickcr NK, was conducting search of deserted 
Hindu houses at Chanderhom in district Baramulla of 
Jammu and Kashmir on 26 September, 1993. The area was 
cordoned of by another company whose troops had seen a 
militant running into the group of houses on the 
outskirts of the village. Major Kochu Koshy Paniker with 
a search team commenced the search from one side in a 
systematic and thorough manner. While conducting .search 
of a triple storey deserted Hindu home, he was fired at 
by the militant holed up inside, resulting in grevious injury 
to his left arm. The officer jumped from the roof to the 
courtyard 'md fell. The militant threw n grenade near 
the officer. Though wounded. Major Kochu Koshy Panitker 
scrambled for cover but again suffered twenty four splinter 
injuries in Iijs abdomen and chest. Inspite of being serious¬ 
ly wounded. Major Kochu Koshy Pauicker refused to be 
evacuated and continued to direct his (roops. The militant 
was eventually killed. The officer fhereaftcr fainted .and 
Was evacuated. 

Major Kodiu Kosliy Panicker NK, thus, di.sp’aycd stiong 
will, dedication and courageous action, much beyond the call 
of duty. 

19, 2585S71 Havildar Sarthi Reddy Budupu, 

Madras (Posthumous) 

(Effective dale of the award—4 October, 1993) 

On 4 October 1993, cordon and search operations were 
launched in village Dobgah, tclisil Sopore, district Baramulla, 
Jammu and Kashmir, As the cordon was being establish¬ 
ed, the troops were fired upon by anti-naUonal elements 
from some houses in the outskirts of the village from six 


lliirty in the morning. Havildar Sarthi Reddy Budupu 
volunteered to go ahead and with a section strength of 
troops, advanced to identify and cordon off the houses 
from which the fire was coming. As the section came 
within sight of the house, the militants suddenly opened 
up a heavy volume of accurate and cltective lire tipon 
them. Havildar Sarthi Reddy Budupu, with examplary 
presence of mind and a display of rare courage, rctaliaied 
immediatcily, firing hack at the militants. He then asked 
his section to provide covering fire lo him, as he would 
go further ahead in order to bring down effective fire upon 
the mUitaots from a suitable position. Simultaneously an 
enemy sniper, who was covering the withdrawal of his 
cCHUradcs from a concealed position of vantage fired and 
killed Havildar Sarthi Reddy Budupu on the 8i>ot. 

Havildar Sarthi Reddy Budupu, thus, displayed sallantry 
and rare courage and sacrificed bis life fignting the anti¬ 
national elements. 

20. Second Lieutenant .'jhaile.adra Vikiam Kumar 

(lC-51879), (Posthumous) 

Guards 

(Effective date of the award—11 October, 1993) 

Second Lieutenant Shiulendia Vikiam Kumar was a 
platoon commander in Bravo company of 5 Guards. The 
unit had launched an operation in village Porhmaet in 
Hnndwara tclisil of Kupwara district of Jammu and Kashmir 
on 11 October, 1993. 

During tlie course of the opeiation heavy fire was drawn 
from a group of anti-iuitional elements including few foreign 
mercenaries. Second Lieutenant Shailendra Vikram Kumar 
managed to push these militants into a group of approxi¬ 
mately five 10 six hoiu'.ia and trap them. Tlic officer, 
thereafter, reorg.aniscd his cub unit and effectively dominat¬ 
ed these susjiocted hou.scs and perconnily led n tcoiii to 
dear the houses one by one from a flank. After clearing 
three of the hou.ies, cifcctive lire was drawn Irorn one of 
the remaining houses. One of the leading scouts of his 
arty was fatally hit by a bullet. Showing utter disregar.l to 
is personal sarety. the officer rushed forward and evacuated 
the body to sate house. He thei'enfter subjected the house 
to intense firin') from 84mm Rocket Diiiucher and other 
supporting vv'eapons. The two militants who had by now 
been injured managed to fire a short burst with their 
automatic weapon which injured the officer. Even then he 
engaged the miliitants with his wt.ipon and killed one of 
them. Hj later succurnbed to his injuries. 

Second Lieutenant Shailendra Vikram Kumar, Lltus, dis¬ 
played rare courage, devotion to duly and made the supreme 
sacrifice in fightins tiic anti-national elements. 

21. Captain Ashish (S;S-34942), 

MariUha Light Iiifantiy 

(Effective date of the award—15 October, 1993) 

On 15 October, 1993 at 1415 hours number 1 platoon of 
‘A’ Company of 19 Maiatha Light Infantry was tasked to 
lay an ambush iii the jungle of Tekia Lash Shah in Kashmir 
Valley. The platoon was commanded by Capt. Ashish. 
When the ambitsh party readied village Nahama, the first 
vehicle in which Capt Ashish \v,ts tiavclliug came under 
effective fire from a house, (.'apt Ashish while under heavy 
fire from close range ordered hi.s platoon to cordon the 
area. The anti-national elements on being effectively engag¬ 
ed _ by the troops ran for cover, Capt Ashish who had 
only three other persons in his party saw three anti-national 
elements running away filing on the move. Seeing the 
gravity of the situation Capt Ashish led a charge, firing 
from the hip position, and cornered the militants in a 
vegetable garden. At approximately 1520 hours ci'apt. 
Ashish and a terrorist saw each other. In the ensuing fire Capt. 
A.shish suffered bullet injury on right groin, but the terrorist 
wah killed on llie spot. Later he was identified as Abdul 
Mazid Mir Commander iii Cliief of ‘A1 Biirq'. Withiu a 
few seconds another militant, who was covering the first, 
fired at C,npt Ashish at dose range. The agile Captain 
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ducked and while fallinB fired n hurst on him, thereby 
killing him Instamaneousiy. He wa? later identified as the 
body guard of Abdul Mazid Mir. 


24. 2776573 Lance Havildar Laxman Bhavaku Oulkar, 
Maratha Light Infantry. 

(Posthumous) 


Captain Ashish, thus, displayed bravery, courage and 
devotion to duty in his fight against the nnti-natlonal ele¬ 
ments. 

22. Second Lieutenant Mukesh Anand, (Posthumous) 
(IC-52193), Army Service Corps. 

(Effective date of the award—27 October, 1993) 

Second lieutenant Mukesh Anand attached with 12 
MAHAR was the Offtcer-in-charge of a tactically important 
and difflcult post along the Line Of Control in Kashmir: 


On 27 October 1993, civil porters from the unit hase were 
sent 'o thi.s post carrying material for construction of per¬ 
manent defenses. When these porters did not arrive till 
four thirty in the afefernoon, fecond T.icnfennnt Mnkesh 
Anand first cheeked from the unit about the whereabouts of 
the porters, and fearing the worst, then decided to lead a 
patrol to search for them. Despite fading light, mountai¬ 
nous terrain, thick jungle and Jens; under grouth on the 
route, which lav vgrv close to the T ine of Control, he led 
the patrol vvith total disregard to the risk involved, \\fiien 
the patrol party had gone about 900 metres, some anti- 
national elements/enemy troops hiding in the under growth 
near the Line of Control, sprung an ambush on the party, 
resulting in a fierce exchange of fire, in which Second 
T.ientemant Mukesh Anand was hit by some bursts of a 
UMG and AK-47 rifle. The offleer continued to engage 
the enemv despite severe iniiiries in the chest, and directed 
the NCO with the light Machine Gun to retaliate, He 
himself nished forward, firing from the hip till ho was hit 
in the head. This supreme sacrifice hy the young offleer 
was in ti’e highest traditions of the Indian Army. 

Second I.ieutenant Mukesh Anand, thus, displayed bra¬ 
very courage and spirit of self sacrifice. 


23. 4559906 Sepoy Mojidra Vijay Shantr’a!, [Posthumous) 
Mahar, 


(Effective date of the award—27 October, 1993) 

Sepov Mojidra Vijay Shantilal of 12 Mahar was located 
at tactically important and difflcult post of Hump in Tang- 
dhar Jammu and Kashmir, 


On 27 October, 1993, the post commander Second Lieute¬ 
nant Mukesh Anand ordered the post Junior Commissioned 
Offleer to get some ORs immediately as he was going to 
search for the civil porters who had left base in the morning 
with defence construction material hut could not reached the 
post till 1630 hours Sonoy Mojidra Vijay Shantilal volun¬ 
teered and insisted that ho will also go with this party, 
knowing very well that the route was passing through a 
vciy difflcult terrain close to the Line of Control, Wien 
the patrol party had hardly gone about 900 metres, some 
anti-national elements/Enemv Troops hiding in the under¬ 
growth near the track sprung an ambitsb on this party which 
rc.sultcd in a fierce exchange of firr in v'hich, .9c:ond T leide- 
nant Mukesh Anand was hit and killed on the snot wbil- 
Sepov MoHdra Vifav Shantilal got one bullet in his chest. 
Inspite of his sever© ininry. he kent encaging the men. 
moved forward with total dis'-'-nard to his personal safeP' 
and lobbed a hand grenade at the anfi-n.afional elements/ 
Enemies. At this very moment he poi a direct hit of Uni¬ 
versal Machine Gun in his arm and head and as a re.sult he 
breathed his last. 

Sepoy Mojidr.i Vljav Shant’lal, thus, displayed braveiry 
eonree and snirit of self sacrifice in hi.s fight again.st the 
militants. 


(Effective date of the award—12 November, 1993) 

On 12 November 1993, 19 Mar.atha Light Infantry on speci¬ 
fic information launched an operation of cordon and search In 
village Rowchha, Kashmir Valley. At three In the afternoon 
a search party commanded by Naib Subedar Kalbiirge Laxman 
Limbajl consisting of fifteen Other Ranks and five civilians 
was carrying out a search in Banpura Mohalla. An anti¬ 
national element threw a grenade on troops from the house of 
A.shraf Malla. Lance Havildar Laxman Bhavaku Oulkar who 
was a member of the, search party su.Stained splinter injuries. 
After the troons cordoned the house the anti-national ele¬ 
ments started firing from the house, Lance Havildar Laxman 
Bhavaku Oulkar, despite being badly wounded, crawled close 
to the door and lobbed two grenades mto the house, and fired 
with his rifle. Two anti-national elements were killed and one 
was -seriou-slv wounded The wounded continued to fire. Due 
to grenade explosions, the drv haystack caught fire. The anti- 
nat'on.al element ins'de the house was asked to .surrender but 
he refused. To flu.sh him out an R4mm Rocket Launcher HE 
round was fired. The ,anti-national element moved out firing 
indiscriminately. .At the door step he was shot dead by badly 
wuoded Lance Havildar Laxman Bhavaku Oulkar. Ijance 
H .dldar Oifikar succumbed to his iniuries at four thirty that 
aftenoon. The ant'-national elements killed were identified as 
Mu.shh.q Battalion Commander. Fnvaz Section Commander 
and Rivaz Ahmed Rhat, a'l three belonging to the Hizbul 
Mujah'deen group. Lance Havildar Laxman Bhavaku Oulkar, 
thus, displayed bravery, courage and sphit of self sacrifice. 


25. 3179R96 Sepov Devendra Kumar, (Posthumous) 
JAT. 

(Effective date of the award—16 November, 1993), 

On 16 November 1993, Sepoy Devendra Kumar was travel¬ 
ling in the Commanding Officer’s Tonga followed by two other 
vehicles, on a routine area patrol. On reaching the out¬ 
skirts of vdlage Pazalpur (Gund N.sisir) in Kashmir Valley, 
three armed militants opened fire, and then fled into the village. 
No .sooner did ’ho Jagna stop, than Sepoy Devendra Kumar 
jumped out .and ran after them. He cornered two militants 
Hgianst a wall which they could not scale, and in despera¬ 
tion they opened intense fire on him from barely 10 yards 
distance, Sepov Devendra Kumar received gun shot wounds 
■in the chest and abdomen. This fearless soldier, though mor¬ 
tally wounded, reialfated hy emptying his magazine on them 
k'lHng one of the mil'tants- Seooy Devendra Kumar was 
evacuated to the Rase Hospital, where he breathed his last on 
the operating table. 

Seooy Devendra Kumar tbus, desplayed indomitable cou¬ 
rage. and spirit of self sacrifice. 

26, Second T.ieutenant Rankaj Warikoo, 

(IC-51782). Sikh 

(Effective date of the award—20 November, 1993) 

On 70 November 1993. operation 'COLD fOTRY’ was 
launched bv 7Tid battalion. The Sikh Reciment in village Zuen 
Khorv.an. Gadn.am district Jammu and Xaishmir, on specific 
infnrm.aliop that .armed ip'li'nnts inclndinv foi-e,>n in.>rcemrico 
were operating in these areas. At about 0730 hours Second 
T.ientcnant PnnVaj Warikoo noticed two foreign mercenari'-s 
dressed in combat iinifoim attempting to sneak out of the 
wdon. Immediately Second Lieutenant P.ankai Warikoo using 
audacious inl|i 0 t'’ve and daring closed in on them and a fierce 
encounter at short range followed with the well trained .Afg)ian 
Mercenaries TTndauii'^ed he kept encaging the militant h’m- 
.snlf, and sminltaneoitslv gu'ded his mitv personnel into supe¬ 
rior combat nostrions. Finding a militmt barelv 70 y.ards awav 
from h'mself. Second T.ieutenant Pankai Warikoo displaying 
great Presence of mind lobbed two hand grenades and kep5 
the militants down. At this stage the second Afghan mercenarv 
fired at him from a flank injuring him in the chest lower right 
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region. Despite being iiijured and bleeding profusely, lie re- 
lused to be cowed down and in an act of exemplary courage 
Md determination continued to engage both the nuiitanta and 
finally kdled one of them. Despite his injured condition he 
continued to direct the fire onto the other mecenary who was 
subsequently chased and killed by Sepoy Ikbal Singh. By 
now ^ due to excessive bleed ng Second Lieutenant Panka^j 
Wankoo almost became unconcious and at 0900 hours he was 
evacuated by helicopter from a nearby make shift helipad to 
92 Base Hospital. He was immediately operated upon and 
miraculously survived. 

Second Lieutenant Pankaj Warikoo, thus, displayed courage 
determination, initiative and leadership qualities of execu- 
tionally high order. 


27. 3388598 Sepo.v Ikbal Singh, (Posthumous) 

Sikh. 


(Effective date- of the award—^20 November, 1993) 

Sepoy Ikbal Singh was a member of a stretegic stop dur'ng 
an operation against aimed militants in village Zugii Khoryan, 
Badgain district, lammu and Kashmir. At appimimateiy 0640 
hours the stop sighted two militants wearing combat dresses 
trying to sneak aw.ay. In the ensuing encounter one militant 
v/as killed by Second Lieutenant Pankaj Warikoo and the 
second militant managed to flee towards safe sanctuary of 
dense forests after inflicting gun shot wounds on the o.fficer. 
Sepoy Ikbal S'ngh, on seeing his own officer critically wounded 
pursued the running militant who had started firing indiscri¬ 
minately. .With the closing gap the fleeing mercenary’s bullets 
started whizzing past dangerously close and one of the bursts 
hit Sepoy Ikbal Singh on his chest. Undaunted by wounds 
sustained, th's young soldier kept on the pursuit of killing the 
mercenary. The militant, an Afghan mercenary, managed 
to conceal himself behind boulders covered by thick foliage. 
However, Sepoy Ikbal Singh noticed this and he closed onto 
the mercen-ary. In an act of exemplary courage Sepoy Ikbal 
Singh charged on to the mercenary. In the ensuing encounter 
the mercenary was killed instantly. Later Ikbal Singh also 
succumbed to his injuries. One rifle AK 56, five magazines 
and 119 cartridges were recovered from the body of the slain 
mercenary. 

Sepoy Ikbal Singh, thus, displayed conspicuous courage, 
devotion to duty and made the supreme sacrifice, 

28. 4177217 Laace Naik Rai Singh, (Posthumous) 

Kumaon. 

(Effective date of the award^—10 December, 1993) 

On 10 December 1993, based on information provided by 
an apprehended anti-national element, 13 Kumaon launched 
a cordon and search operation in a village in Kupwara district 
of Jammu and Kashmir. 

After establishing the cordon, at about seven in (he morning 
various search parties started moving towards the village. At 
around seven thirty Lance Naik Rai Singh saw the barrel of 
a Universal Machine Gun protruding from above a fallen tree 
trunk scarcely 30 metres away. Realising at once that he 
had stumbled upon a militant hideout, and that if the Univer¬ 
sal Machine Gun opened tire, it would inflict .severe casualities 
on his comrades, Lance Naik Rai Singh charged at the hide¬ 
out, with Uttar disregard for his personal sefety, and shot 
dead the militant who was mannine Ojc Universal Machine 
Gun on the spot. Thereupon be saw another anti-national 
element h'ding behind a tree and one; again he opened fire 
and killed him on the spot. He was later idenfified as Ghiilam 
Hassan alias Gauhar Ayub. batt-i1ion corrmander of'Tlizbii! 
Muiahideen”. Two other anti-national eh’ments, li-ov/ever fired 
at Lance Naik Rai Singh and wounded h'm. He fell down 
unconscious but not before shooting dead yet another miEf.ant. 
Lance Naik Satbir Singh on s-eina lance Naik Rai Singh 
being fired upon by the anti-nationai elements, mov^'d in and 
shot dead the remaimng miktant who was later identified as 
a non Kashmiri, Lance Naik Rai Singh was evacu.ated to the 
Base Hospital on 10 December 1993. However, he died of his 
wounds on 15 December, 1993. 


Lance Naik Rai Singh, thus, displayed bravely and courage 
in the face of anti-national elements and made the supreme 
sacrifice. 


29. Mate Mohindex Lai, 
Brde 


(Elfective date of the award—19 December, 1993) 


Mate ,Moh;nder Lai (a retired Havildar from the Brigade 
of Guards) was employed by 58 Road Construction Company 
for surfacing work on the Kalal-Jhanger road in Naushera 
sector of Jammu and Kashmir. 

On 19 December 1993, at around 0930 hours, he was retur¬ 
ning home after receiving payment. Suddenly, he heard and 
felt .the effects of a major blast. When he looked up, he saw 
an Army Jawan (later identified as Sepoy Surendra Yad-av of 
890 AT Coy) lying totally dazed in a poo! of blood on a foot 
track about lo” metres away from the edge of the road, with 
one of his leg.s blown off and crying for help. Mate Mohinder 
Lai immediately realised that the accident was the result of 
an anti-psrsonne! mine planted by anti-national elements. 
With his Army background, he realised that there would be 
more such devices in the area. Still he decided to go to the 
aid of the injured Sepoy, 


Unmindful of the danger to his personal safety Mate Mohin- 
cter Lai, responded instantaneously to the anguished cries for 
help from the injured Sepoy Surendra Yadav. In the process 
of evacuatin.g the injured solder. Mate Mohinder Lai stepped 
on an anti-personnel mine and suffered grave injury. His left 
foot as blown off, resulting in the subsequent amputation of 
his left leg. 

Mate Mohinder Lai, thus, displayed bravery, courage and 
compassion for a fellow human being. 


30. Major Harinder Pal Singh Sandhu (Posthumous) 
(IC-43475), Guards. 

(Effective date of the award—23 December, 1993) 


Major Harinder Pal Sin.gh Sandhu was Officer Commanding 
Delta Company No. 1 Rashtriya Rifles Battalion. On 23 
December. 1993 the company had been given rest. However, 
Major Harinder Pal'Singh S-andhu maintained a quick reaction 
team and upon hearing that the Commanding Officer’s party 
had been fired upon at approximately 11 AMi. He rushed to 
Bijbiara township of Kashmir Valley from the western direc¬ 
tion. The moment he approached the township he was fired 
at heavily, but managed to chase the anti-national elements, 
and take pressure off Commanding Officer’s party. In the 
proce.ss of chasing militants Major Sandhu was bit by Univer- 
sal Machine Gun burst. He succumbed to his injuries upon 
reaching the Medical Inspection Room. 


Major Harinder Pal Singh Sandhu, thus, displayed exemp¬ 
lary courage and spirit of self sacrifice in his fight against 
ihe anti-naticnal elements. 


31. 14344443 Naik I.alan Piasad Kumar, (Posthumous) 
Artillery 

(E-ffectivt-; date of the award—25 December 1993) 

On 25 December 1993, in the cordon and search operation 
conducted bv 8 Mountain Artirierv Bricade, Naik Lalan 
Pra.sad Kum ir was detajl.-d as Light Machine Gun gunner 
of No, 1 section of the plnfoon. The platoon was deployed 
to csiri'y oiif search of militants in village Kunabal in 
Kashmi'" Valley. During the search, some hidden militants 
siiddenlv opened .nrj on the search narly. The search party 
imroediately cordoned the house. Wfsen the militants got 
surrounded in the house, one of them lobbed a hand grenade 
on the troops and ran out trying to break the 
cordon. The grenade fell very eVtse to Naik Lalan Piusad 
Kumar, v/no tried to Ouek down but there v/as no space 
BO!- could he move to safety in the short time. He got 
seriously injured by the grenade splinters and started bleed¬ 
ing. Without caring for his injury, he immediately took 
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position nnJ fired his Light Mnchiue Gun on the militant. 
At this the militant changed direction nnd stalled running 
outside the village. Naik Lalan Prasad Kumar picked up 
jiit) Light Machine Gun in an injured state and chased the 
militant ior about 20 metres, and then shot him dead. 
Having killed the running militant, he btought back the 
Lii^t Mtichine Gun to the original place and deploycdl 
t^ain. hince he was bleeding profusely he was administered 
find aid but soon he succumbed to the injuries beiote c\a- 
ciuition to the Military Hospital. 

Naik Laliin Pras.ad Kumar, thus, displayed biaveiy. 
cotirage and spirit of .self sacrifice in his light against the 
miUtants. 

32. 2671(080 Naik Tcj Singh, {Po»tluiinuui) 

Grenadiers 

(Pjfcctivo date of the avvaid-~14 January 

At six thirty in the morning of 14 January 1994, ‘A’ 

company of 22 Grenadiers acting on inforniation received 
evtablished inner and outer cordons in village Cbittargara 
district Pulwama, in Jammu and Kashmir, to raid five 
houses lodging militants. Naik Toj Singh who had esta¬ 
blished the inner cordon around one of the houses asked 
the hiding militants to come out. Instead the militants 
suddenly opened heavy lire on his paily liom the granary 
just beside the house. Naik Tcj Singh and his parly imme¬ 
diately took cover, Hiving seen that they had been 
-stiiTOunded, the militants tried to break the cordan, under 
tho cover of fire from a General Purpose Machine Gun and 
AKI 5b rifles, firing from underneath the granary. Tho first 
two mditiints who broke out firing were shot dead by 
N»ik Tej Singh. The third militant seeing two of his 
accomplices aiieady dead, made a desperate charge towards 
Grcnadiei Ajii Kumar. Naik Tej Singli .sociitg the lilc oi' 
hie comrade in danj{er, with utter disregard of his persona', 
safrty, came out ot cover to engage the militants more 
effectively, thus cxpo.siog hirasoll. The militant immediate¬ 
ly changed direction and fired at Naik Tej Singh, who too 
lot out a burst from his AK 47 rifle, resulting in the 
death ot the militant. Dutinjj tliis encounter Naik Tej Singh 
received bullet injuries on his right 'leg, and above tho 
abdomen. He fell down but kept on firing towards the 
granary, and sncce.ssfully silenced the General Purpose 
Machine Gun. Thoiigli bleeding piofusoly, lie declined tO' 
be evacuated, Naik fej Singh apart from killing three hard 
core militant 1 , endangered his own life to save his comrLde.s 
in this opei'iition a total of five militaniLs of the Hizbiil 
Mi;ahideen group were killed and one apprehended. Naik 
Tej Singh who was evacuated to hospital succumbed to hi» 
injuries at ihiee fifteen the same afternoon. 

Naik Tcj Singh, thus, displayed indoniiiabie courage, tie- 
diartion to duty made the supreme sacrifice of his life. 

33. JC-47M()98 Nmb Subedar Om Prakash. (Posthumous) 
Jiajput 

fEffectiie date of the award—31 Jaiuiary 1994) 

Gn 31 January 1904, 27 Rajput conducted operations in. 
Villages Guiya, Rusripura and Daragom in district Bara- 
mulla in Jammu and Kashmir to apprehend militants and 
reoaver their weapons. Three militants were noticed running 
into the village Daragiim. The village was immediately 
cGjdoiicd and a systematic search commenced. 

\t about 12 noon when one of the search parties etitcrcdi 
a ■’iou.se, they were kred upon by a militant hiding there. 
One militant came out and surrendered. He informed the 
troops that the second militant, who was a deputy battalion 
commander of the dreaded ‘Hi/bul Mujahideen’ group, had 
refused to come out. The holed up militant, instead ot 
*uiTorHlcring, started firing indiscriminately at the troops. 
Since troops fire wa.s not having much effect due 10 tne 
concrete structure of the house, it was decided to lob 
grenades through the windows of the house. Naib Subedar 
Qm Parkash volunteered for this very risky assignment as 
the slightest exposure elicited heavy volume of fire from the 
militant who remained concealed vvelf inside the room 
while firing through the windows. Disregarding his personal 


safety, Naib Subedar Om Paikash stepped out from behind 
cover, and in a swift motion ran npto a window and lobbed 
a grenade. As he was running back to take cover, tho 
militants fired, but Naib Subedar Om Parkash got behind 
cover without injury. A few minutes later, he again 
closed in and lobbed another grenade through a window of 
the house. The militants again filed at him but could not 
cause any injury. After caiclully ascertaining the exact 
location of the militant inside the house, Naib Subedar 
Om Prakash moved to the window of the house once again 
and lobbed yet another grenade. As he was running back, 
the militant fiicJ from the same window. This lime Naib 
Subedar Oin Piakasli sustained a gun shot wound in his 
left upper chest region. The grenade exploded in the 
room and the militant was injured which helped in his 
subsequent killing and recovery of his weapon, one AK-56 
rifle. Naib Subedar Om Prakash was iramediatdy evacuated, 
to the Base Ho.spital, where he breathed his Idst at eight 
thirty P.M. 

Naib Subedar Om Parkash. thus, displayed conspicuous 
courage, devotion to duty and spirit of .self sacrifice.
